Ho resigned his post in 
the Department of Commerce to 
make the survey but resumed it 
immediately upon return to this 
country. Thus, whilo prepared in 
an unofficial capacity, it is virtually 
an official document. The first 
sections of the work deal in most: 
part with Japanese textiles, Later 
releases will discuss China and

PRINCE AT 
YARMOUTH. 


Tnspechon 1 of Fishing 
Industry. 


Great "Yarmouth, Oct, 21. 

The Prince of Wales visited 
Great Yarmouth to-day to open 
the new Haven Bridge, which 
has been constructed across the 
River Yare at a cost of over 
£200,000, but he had many other 
engagements in a long, pro- 
gramme, several of which were 
associated with the fishing indus- 
try. He went aboard a steam 
return from the 
herring grounds in the North Sea 
and attended an auction for the 
sale of the fish on the quayside. 
Then he visited’ 2 number - of 
stores and, saw the preparation 
of fish for the home and foreign 
markets. He watched the con. 
version of the herring into the 
famous Yarmouth bloater ‘and 
was also interested in the produc. 
tion of the kipper and golden 
and silver herrings. As ‘he 
walked slong the wharf ships of 
the fishing fleet in the harbour 
sounded their whistlea and thou- 
sands of Scottish girls, wearing 
their gay-coloured. caps and oil- 
skin aprons, joined the general 
public- in~an-enthusiastic~-wele 
come, 

The Prince was met at Vaux. 
hall Station at half-past 10 by 
the ‘Lord Lieutenant of the 
County (Mr. Colman), the Mayor 
of Great Yarmouth (Alderman 
A. H, Beevor), the Recorder (Mr. 
Rowley Elliston), the Deputy 
Mayor, and Town Clerk. After 
visiting the Great Yarmouth sta- 
tion of ‘the Missions to Seamen 
and the Institute of the British 
Sailors’ Society, he went to thea]a 
market on the fish wharf. There 
the Lord Lieutenant, as chairman 
of the Port and: ‘Haven Commis- 
sioners, presented.to him a num. 
ber of representatives of the fish- 
ing industry. The-Prince also 
spoke to skippers and ex-skippers 
of the fishing fledt. 

Catch of 50,000 Herrings, 

Alongside the wharf was the 
Yarmouth steam drifter East 
Holme, which had just returned 
with a catch of 50,000 herrings 
from the North Sea. The Prince 
went aboard her and talked with 
the owner, Mr. J. Carter, the skip- 
per, Mr. A. H. Hubbard, and 
Members of the crew. He watch- 
ed the loading of herrings for the 
purpose of the sale and then step- 
ped ashore and. heard Mr. J.: 

ilson, the auctioneer, encourage 
buyers to give good prices for the 
fish. A clear space was kept for 
the proceedings, but from behind 
barriers thousands of spectators 
watched the auction. Bidding 
was brisk and the Prince watched 
the sale of three lots. 

The fishwharf and harbour, 

"ke other parts of the town, were 
gaily decorated, and the Prince, 
as he walked through the market 
on the quayside, was loudly cheer- 

ed. . After visiting the harbour 
mouth he went to ch fish-ciring

premises of Messrs. Bremner and 


Low, where he was met by Mr. |. 


Alee Wood, chairman ofthe Bri- 
ish Herring Trade Association of 
Aberdeen, and representatives of 
the Scottish herring trade. Here 
the Prince saw the Scottish girls 
gutting and grading herrings. 
He was attracted by the speed 
with which they worked; it was 
estimated that: the experts were 
treating 60 herrings a minute. 
There was also a demonstration 
of packing the herrings in barrels. 
It. was stated that over 4,000 
Scottish girls are. now engaged at 
Yarmouth ‘for the herring season. 

At Bloomfields, Limited, the 
Prince saw the mending and tan- 
ning of nets, and later at the 
curing premises of Mr. H. Sutton, 
he saw the herring in variong 
phases until it ended as a bloat. 
er, a kipper, or a golden or silver 
herring, After witnessing the 
different processes, including the 
various cures in the ' smoke 
-houses, he was much interested 
in the neat packing of the cured 
herrings for export to countries 
in the Mediterranean and other 
parts of the world. 

Leaving the fishing industry 
the Prince afterwards inspected 


the Red Cross dressing station in |- 


St. Peter's Road. He also visited 


the: War memorial in,St. George's | | 


Park, where a number of ex- 
Service men were assembled. 
This savas’ his ‘last engagement be- 
fore he attended a luncheon 
given by the Mayor in the Town 
Hall. There a number of pre- 
xentations were made. Among 
those present were the Vicar of 
Great Yarmouth, Canon Aitken, 
Mr. A. Harbord, M.P., for the 
borough, the chairman of: com- 
mittees of the -Port and Haven 
Commissioners, and members of 
the borough council. During his 
ake at the Town Hall the Prince 

other visitors spent some

KOUTEPOFF AFFAIR. 


PARIS MYSTERY THOUGHT TO 
HAVE BEEN CLEARED UP, 
Paris, October 12, 

The afternoon newspapers publish 
sensational’ discoverles about the 
Koutepoff affair. 

General Koutepoff, former chlef- 
of-staff of the Czarist Army, was the 
recognised head of tho White Rus- 
sians abroad and had been -ap- 
pointed in. this function by the 
Grand Duke Nicholas, 

Six months ago, the general dis. 
appeared and nothing. has ever 
been ascertained as to his fate. 

Relatives thought he was a pri- 
soner in Siberia, after having been 
kidnapped by Soviet agents: It may 
be recalled that’ the brother of the 
general committed suicide Jast June. 

Now the newspapers publish a 
confession made to the police by M. 
Fikner, formerly counsellor in the 
Soviet Embassy in Berlin: Fikner 
had been chosen as the chief of 5 
special G.P.U. committtee for tho 
survey of Russian emigrants. 

In that capacity he was. charged 
to get rid of Koutepoff who, at that 
time, was very active and dangerous 
by reagon of his relations with anti- 
Soviet clements inside Russia. He

Chances of Lindrum 
Discussed. 


BACK TO THE WALL. 


. The main topic of conversation 
wherever billinrds’, lovers for- 
gather just now {is whether Walter 
Lindrum can successfully concede 
7,000 points each match to players 
of ‘the calibre of McConachy, 
Davis, and Newman, says the 
Sporting ‘Life billiards correspo 
dent. 

It 's not easy to calculate ac- 
curately the capabilities of this 
Australian wizard. In his tour 
last season he was playing purely 
“exhibition” billiards. By that I 
means there was little or no in- 
centive to go “all ont” if he did 
not desire to do so, | 


‘* Vast Difference. 


Too much stress cannot’ be laid 
on the vast difference between ex- 
hibition - billiards and "'‘champion- 
ship billiards. We have never 
aeen Lindrum engaged in a match 
such as those he will have to play 
in the International Tournament 
now being played. 

Of his skill there-is no shadow 
of doubt. His scoring ability {s 
far above that of any, other living 
players. ,Does he also possess 
that priceless asset in a billiards 
player's make-up—the right tem- 
perament? - 

There have been indications 
that Lindrum, Jike most men of 
genius, is temperamental. That 
Must militate against his full 
effectiveness “in the pit” ‘from 
ime to time, if. he cannot fight it 
down. Meanwhile, until we have 
seen how he fares in a tight cor- 
ner we must reserve judgment.’ 


Not Favourite. 


My personal opinion js that 
Lindrum certainly does not start 
favourlte-forthis tournament, for, 
besides the Nttle matter of tem- 
perament already touched upon, 
we must take into consideration 
the fact that the duration of each 
session {8 fifteen minutes less 
than it was last season. 

With 24 session in-a match, that 
means there are six hours leas to 
play than there were a year ago. 
Reckoning, as a guarded estimate, 
the: rate of scoring is about 800 
points an hour, it can be assum- 
ed that something Hke 5,000 points 
less will be scored per match than 
en the previous tour. 

Only three times on his Jaat visit 
here did Lindrum win a match by 
over 7,000 points; his victim was 
Smith on each ‘occasion, 


At Least 20,000. 

The average number of points 
aggregated in his matches was ap- 
proximately 48,000. Deduct 5,000 
and that leaves 48,000. So that 
if we reckon 45,000 as the likely 


«| number of points to be scored in| 


the coming games we can get a 
basis on which to form an opinion, 

Lindrum has to concede 7,000 
ttart. So we find that he must 
bcore at least 20,000 to ensure him- 
telf of victory, for none of: hits 
rivals can be reckoned slow scor- 
ers, 

That figure of 26,000 is compar- 
able to about 29,000 under last 
season's time conditions. And 
only. three times during his tour 
did he score a8 many .as that in 
u match. 


Record ‘Aggregate. 

One of the occasions .was the 
game with Davis at the Holborn 
Hall. ' Then Lindrum scored 
29,066. But Davis’ final aggregate 
was 20,056! With the 7,000 start 
that would have . made Davis ‘an 
easy winner. And fn taking this 
game as an example we have 
ulighted on the one that produc- 
ed the highest match aggregate of 
the tour—56,228. :
